Chinese, Japanese... It's a Date! 


As I sift through hundreds of world coins, cataloging each one for type, date and level of wear, there 
are always a few that are harder to identify than others. Easiest of course are the ones with English 
legends, that being my own native language. A little harder but straightforward are those countries 
using other languages but still the same familiar Latin alphabet, such as France, Spain and Portugal. 
Greek and Cyrillic alphabets are a bigger hurdle for me, but even these use our familiar number system, 
so they're quite easy to date even if I can't read the legend. 


Most difficult are the coins of countries using not only different writing systems, but also different 
number systems and different calendar conventions. Many countries in east Asia fall into this category, 
as well as Islamic countries and Israel. Understanding these systems is another great learning 
opportunity that numismatics gives us, and with a little effort and practice, they are not that hard to 
learn. 


Let's take a closer look at identifying the coins of China and Japan, which can be difficult to understand 
if you were brought up only on ABC's. Fortunately, both countries (and others) use similar glyphs or 
characters, at least for our limited scope. 


Beginning with numbers used in coins, we have:

The upper row of familiar numbers are actually called "Western Arabic" numbers due to their origin, 
but I'll refer to them simply as Arabic. (The wording might bring to mind a different set of numbers 
used in countries like the United Arab Emirates, but those are the "Eastern Arabic" numbers and are not 
treated in this article.) 


The lower row shows the corresponding conventional numbers used in China and Japan. The special 
numbers for 10 and 100 work a little differently in that they don't use zeros, but some examples should 
make it clear. 14 is then -}-P¥ (10 and 4), while 24 is —-}-P¥ (2 x 10 and 4) and 42 is PY-+-= (4x 10 
and 2). For 590 we would write FA JL-+ (5 x 100 and 9 x 10). 


As for dating coins, in Japan the date is always listed in terms of the year of the contemporary 
emperor's reign, each beginning with year 1. 


Japanese Emperor (Regnal Name) |Characters Calendar Years

Let's try a practical example pulled from my own bag of goodies:

The obverse on the right has these characters on the bottom legend: IG #il JU-+--“K4E. HAAN indicates the 
Showa era of 1926 to 1989. PU-+--¢ is 4x10 and 7, and 4F means "year". So this is the 47th year of the 
Showa era, or 1972, remembering that 1926 is year 1 (not zero). At the top of the obverse is H ASE, 
literally "state of Japan". The symbols separating the top and bottom legends are decorative tree 
sprouts, or what the Krause catalog calls the "seed leaf". On the reverse below a rice plant and a gear, 
we can see the denomination #1.) for 5 yen. 


Voila, it's like cracking a code! 


One additional point of note: Japanese dates were printed from right-to-left prior to World War II, 
exactly the reverse order from what is discussed above. So if you're trying to determine whether you're 
reading 24 or 42, remember that the Era is at the beginning of the date, and the year symbol 4F. is the 
end. Therefore, read the date in that direction with the tens first followed by the ones. 


Other important characters on Japanese coins are the sen symbol #¥ for fractional yen (100 sen €&% to 
the yen F4), the rin Jf at one-tenth sen, and the federal legend 7H AS (Dai Nippon "Great Japan") that 
appears on older coins instead of the current H 4X] ("State of Japan"). Coins dated earlier than about 
1940 use |B] as the symbol for yen. 


Turning now to China, many of the older issues (earlier than about 1908) are not dated at all, including 
the famous cast square-holed "cash" coins. For the dated coins, a few different dating systems were in 
use at the time: year of the Emperor, cyclical dates, and even the Muslim Hejira calendar. (The latter 
was used on some coins in Sinkiang province, which borders many Muslim countries to the west, and 
these coins are noteworthy for having Chinese characters on the obverse and Arabic writing on the 
reverse. Sinkiang province itself is noteworthy for using all three date systems in a five year period!) 


Chinese era dating works exactly the same as in Japan, with the same year symbol ‘F. The relevant 
eras in Chinese coins are listed in the table. Overlap of years is due to a fascinating political history 
that would take us too far off-topic for this article. I will mention that the Republic of China in 1949 
re-located to Taiwan as a result of the Chinese Civil War, and in mainland China was replaced by the 
current ruling People's Republic of China. Even today the status of Taiwan can be a thorny political 
issue. 


As with Japanese legends, the Chinese era legends often read right-to-left depending on the context. 
The final entry in the table is not used as an era year, but is included to show the legend for coin 
identification.

Chinese coins introduce another numeric convention, that there are "formal" symbols for the same 
numbers we looked at previously. Some coins will use the formal number for the denomination and the 
conventional numbering for the date, and denominations on bank notes are invariably in formal 
numbers. The People's Republic of China use Arabic numbers for the dates on their coins, while 
denominations are given in both formal Chinese and Arabic numbers. The Krause Catalog provides a 
table similar to the one below, adapted from Chinese Bank Notes (Smith and Matravers); I have used 


the left-to-right convention.

The currency symbols on Chinese coins are cash X, li #&, fen 4, chiao or jiao 4, hou &, and three 
symbols for yuan in different contexts: 7t, Bl, or Bl. 


In Taiwan, the one dollar coin illustrates the use of the formal number = for the denomination. 
Interestingly, in 2011 instead of adopting the 100 symbol # for the era date, they instead chose to use 
a zero-style symbol with Arabic-style digit placing. We might have expected years 100, 101, and 102 
to be rendered as 8, H—, and A — but instead they are a less traditional —0 0, —O — and —O=.

Cyclical dates are an interesting short-hand for the year that was used in China and in Vietnam. Ten 
symbols representing the "heavenly stems" are paired with the twelve symbols of the Chinese Zodiac, 
or "earthly branches". Each year, the next stem in the series is paired up with the next branch. It takes 
sixty years to cycle back to the same pair of symbols, so the era or the coin's context will help 
determine which 60-year period to use. 


While these date symbols are very common on say, porcelain antiques, Chinese coins evidently used 
the system only from 1898-1911. In Vietnam, the system was used to date silver and gold bars from 
1832-1882. The symbols and corresponding dates are given in the table, and can be used for any year 
by repeatedly adding or subtracting 60 as appropriate.

Although a small handful of coin varieties in Vietnam used an era date system, the vast majority were 
undated. Vietnam later adopted a Latin alphabet writing system and Gregorian calendar dates in the 
mid-20th century. Their older currency symbols include the phan %, van XC and quan &, as well as 
the bullion weights tien # and lang MW. 

Armed with all of this knowledge, we can even read the denominations on the bilingual coins of Hong 
Kong. Interestingly, 50 cents can be written as "half-yuan" or "five hou". The characters of interest are 
Hong Kong itself #4, the mil 3 (thousandth of a dollar), cent (i, hou or chiao & (10 cents), and the 
dollar Bl.

Korea, prior to its annexation by Japan in 1910, also used the familiar "era" dating system for its milled 
coins. Korea even employed the same traditional Chinese characters we learned above for their coins, 


not the distinctly Korean "Hangul" characters in use today.

Korean coins of that time will often bear one of the following legends: 7H fii "Great Korea", HA fit 
"Korea" and 7H "Great Han". Because of the Kaeguk era reckoning and the duration of its dynasty, 
some coins show era years of over 500! Notable currency characters are similar to those used in China, 
albeit with different names: mun 3¢, fun / bun / pun 4}, jeon / chon $%, hwan / won [g| and yang pi.

There is of course a ton of additional information about these coins if you decide to go down the rabbit 
hole. Dozens of mint mark symbols exist, and the study of cast cash coin inscriptions, which I've left 
out because they are undated, could fill many books. Cash coins really blur the line between ancient 
and modern coin collecting, as they were in use as far back as the 4th century BCE and as recently as 
the 20th century. 


Best of all, with the study of a few dozen symbols, you can amaze yourself and your friends by 
identifying and understanding a good portion of the writing on the coins from all of these countries.
